To Attend to Mother’s Illness

<A front-page story in the 
Washington Post’s Metro 
section on Saturday, July 16 
must have felt like a dousing 
with cold water to supporters 
of former Greenbelt Mayor 
Richard Castaldi in his cam- 
paign for Prince Georges 
County Executive. Based on 
a press release from the 
candidate, the article an- 
nounced his withdrawal from 
the September primary. In 
his statement, Castaldi cited 
his mother’s condition, which 
he described as “critical’’ fol- 
lowing three successive 
strokes, as forcing his with- 
drawal. 

Castaldi whose three-term tour 
as county council representative 
for the 4th district ends this De- 
cember is a Greenbelt native. In 
1981 he was the top vote-getter 
when he ran for city council. 






his fellow councilmembers the 
named him to be the city’s may- 
or a term left incomplete when 
he ran successfully for the 
county council. 

Another former mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, who succeeded him 
as mayor and has worked with 
Castaldi for years in their re- 
spective political roles, comment- 
ed. on his friend‘s withdrawal: 
‘““He is one of the most capable 
among the current members of 
the county council. His support- 
ers will be very disappointed.” 

Calling Castaldi “very well 
qualified” for the post as execu- 
tive, Weidenfeld said that voters’ 
options will now be more limited. 
(Weidenfeld himself is running 
for the county council, all but 
two of whose members are not 
eligible for re-election since the 
term limitation rule was enacted 
following a citizen referendum 
in the last election.)

Fund-raiser Event 
Castaldi’s statement came one 
day before a long-planned fund- 
raising party, a barbecue sched- 
uled at the American Legion post 
in Lanham. Following the news- 
paper report, however, those 
with tickets for the event wond- 
ered whether they should still 
turn out. Nevertheless, the form- 
er candidate returned to Green- 
belt for the occasion, using it as 


Two Women Abducted 
At Area Shopping Centers 


Two nighttime abductions, apparently unrelated, took 
place in Greenbelt shopping center parking lots the week of 
July 10, according to Greenbelt Police. In the most recent 
incident, the victim was also sexually assaulted and robbed. 


In both incidents, the female 
victims were driven in their -cars 
to unknown locations in the Dist- 
trict and Maryland. Both victims 
had left the store, and were 
about to enter their vehicles 
when they were approached from 
behind, forced to give up their 
keys, and forced into their ve- 
hicles. 

“At this point we don’t know 
if they’re connected,” said police 
spokesman Officer George Math- 
ews. “But we’re looking into it.” 

The most recent incident took 
place about 12:15 a.m. at Belt- 
way Plaza in the parking lot in 


front of Giant Food on Thurs- 
day, July 14. The victim was 
confronted by three men, one 
with a gun. She was forced to 
withdraw money from ATM ma- 
chine, at various locations, and 
sexually assaulted. After about 
12 hours, the victim was able to 
get into her car ahd flee while 
the suspects’ attention was di- 
verted. 

In the previous incident, which 
began in front of the Safeway 
at Greenway Center at around 
9 p.m. on July 10, the woman 
was accosted by two men, who

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an opportunity to express appre- 
ciation to his campaign team 
and many supporters for their 
assistance. 


Despite a heavy rain, the occa- 
sion was made as festive as pos- 
sible, with balloons, clowns, face 
painting and a country Western 
band. Just before making a per- 
sonal expression of gratitude to 
those who had come out to show 
their support, Castaldi asked the 
band to repeat a number they 
had played earlier—“God Have 
Mercy on the Working Man.” 

Describing the Depression-era 
sentiment it expressed as “the 
real reason I got started in poli- 
tics,” Castaldi said he thought 
that his talking about the issues 
he felt were important in this 
campaign had an impact on the 
other candidates. In fact, both 
the Washington Post and the 
Prince Georges Journal have de- 
scribed his campaign as the most 
“substantive” of those being 
conducted. 


The proposal, which has been in 
the city’s planning “pipeline” 
since late spring, says that the 
officer will be “highly visible” and 
will develop an “amicable rela- 
tionship between law enforcement, 
faculty, staff and students.” In 
addition, the plan calls for the 
Schoo] Resource Officer to “be 
responsive to surrounding resi- 
dential] neighborhoods and busi- 
messes adjacent to school proper- 
ty” which from time to time may 
experience “student overflow or 
loitering.” 

While trying to identify what 
has been called “pre-delinquent” 
behavior, the plan also calls for 
the SRO to handle any calls com- 
ing from the school. 3

At its next meeting on August 
8, the council is expected to take 
final action on legislation to reg- 
ulate the distribution of commer- 
cial handbills on private proper- 
ty. The legislation introduced at 
the July 11 council meeting pro- 
vides for a $400 fine for viola- 
tions. Council also heard reports 
of a possible service exchange 
for seniors.

In addition to handbills left near 
doorways Manzi said that the 
ordinance would prohibit the 
leaving of handbills on cars in 
posted parking lots.

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Council Approves Plan 
To Put Officer at School

The School Resource Officer Program (SRO) is one step 
closer to reality following the city council’s approach of a 
concept proposal to permanently station a police officer at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. Aimed at preventing juve- 
nile delinquency and youth violence, the program will have 
a number of aspects, according to City sources.

by maintaining a constant pre- 
sence, will be able to identify con- 
tributing factors that may have 
led to an ineident. The city’s 
program statement says that it 
is also hoped that the SRO - act- 
ting as adjunct faculty and pre- 
senting crime preventing infor- 
mation — can help students, par- 
ents and educators better under- 
stand the role of law enforcement. 
The law says that the SRO, 
who wil] periodically patrol the 
school. will identify pre-delinquent 
groups or individuals, attend fa- 
culty, school activities and PTA 
meetings. The SRO will remain 
a city employee under the super- 
vision of the Chief of Police.

Service Exchange 

Patricia Unger, vice president 
of the Senior Citizens Advisory 
Committee, reported to council 
on the group’s status in investi- 
gating the establishment of a 
time/dollar exchange program. 
Under this program, patterned 
after programs such as babysit- 
ting exchanges, participants 
would receive time credits for 
providing services to others. 
Those credits entitle the partici- 
pant to receive service from oth- 
ers. The credits can be banked 
for future use or donated to oth- 
ers. 

An important principle for the 
committee, said Unger is that it 
must be an _  intergenerational 
program. This conflicts with the 
rules of an umbrella group, the 
Cooperative Caring Network, 
that the committee is consider- 
ing working with. That organi- 
zation restricts participation to 
those over 60. The SCAC is 
working to see if the rules can 
be negotiated to better meet 
Greenbelt’s needs.

Public Hearing 


The Greenbelt City Council 
has scheduled a public hearing 
on August 8 on the request of 
the Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition 
that the capital improvement 
project to provide bicycle lanes 
on Crescent Road be moved from 
1995-1996 to the current con- 
struction season. 

As the people of Greenbelt 
consider this issue we should 
consider that autos are the single 
largest source of U.S. air pollu- 
tion. Short trips—those that are 
most bikable—emit up to three 
times more pollution per mile 
than long trips. When substitut- 
ed for shorter trips the bicycle 
eliminates 3.6 pounds of auto 
pollutants per mile. More bicycle 
use means less benzene, cyanide, 
lead, carbon monoxide, CFCs, 
sulfates and ozone in the air we 
breathe.

implied they had a gun. She was 

released unharmed at the point 

from which she was abducted 

after about an hour and 40 min- 

utes.

Safety Tips 

Mathews, who, periodically as- 
sists local crime watch pro- 
grams had some suggestions for 
residents with security concerns. 

He emphasized that people 
should always be aware of their 
surroundings, and should not 
proceed any further if they not- 
ed suspicious activities. “If you 
have some concerns, get an em- 
ployee to escort you to your ve- 
hicle,” he said. “Don’t get your- 
into a situation that you 
can’t get out of.” He also urged 
people not to hestitate to call 
police. “You’re not only helping 
yourself, you’re helping your 
fellow citizens,” he said. 

“It’s just a good idea to work 
erime prevention habits into your 
daily routine,” he added. 

Managers at both Safeway and 
Giant said they could accommo- 
date for escort assistance.

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Man Captured 
After Standoff 


County police captured a man 
wo held police at bay for over 
three hours after threatening 
nearby construction workers with 
a rifle and firing two shots from 
a condominium window, according 
to Greenbelt Police, who were 
first to arrive on the scene and 
provided assistance. The incident 
took place Monday, July 18 in the 
8000 block of Mandan Road in 
Greenbelt East. 


The suspect, Russell William 
Burton. 42, of Upper Marlboro, is 
being held at Prince Georges 
General Hospital for psychiatric 
evaluation. No charges have been 
filed at this time. . 


No one was injured in the inci- 
dent, 


Police said that shortly before 
8 a.m., they were told that a man 
had pointed a bolt-action rifle to- 
wards construction workers from 
the window. When officers arriv- 
ed on the scene a few minutes 
later, they heard a single shot. 
Police immediately moved to the 
rear of the building and then 
heard a second shot. They then 
sealed off the area and began 
moving pedestrians and commut- 
ers out of harm’s way. :

Driver Sentenced 


On July 14, Cary Paul Wade 
was senteced to five years in 
prison for the hit and run acci- 
dent that caused the death of 
82 year old Tillie Wetter as she 
was crossing Ridge Road in 
front of the Mishkan Torah syn- 
agogue on February 5, 1993. 
Wade, age 40, resided at 10-C 
Plateau. 


A Prince Georges County jury 
on May <Z7, 1994 found Wade 
“ruilty of homicide by motor 
vehicle while intoxicated.” At the 
time of the verdict Judge Willi- 
am B. Spellbring reveked Wade’s 
bond end ireercereted him in the | 
Prince Georges County detention 
center. 


District Court Judge Patrice 
Lewis on July 19 also found 
Wade in vidslation of probation 
for driving while intoxicated. 
This incident occurred in Old 
Greenbelt prior to the fatal ac- 
cident. The case was -heard in 
the District on July 19. Judge 
Lewis sentenced Wade to an ad- 
ditional year in prison to run 
consecutively to the five year 
sentence of Judge Spellbring. 

The defense will have 30 days 
from the date of sentencing to 
appeal. The defense attorney is 
Leonard Stamm. Assistant 
States Attorney Jim Papirmeist- 
er prosecuted the case.

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Goldberg-Strassler 
Honored for Service 


Long-time Greenbelt resident 
Robert Goldberg-Strassler was 
honored with the President’s 
Award on June 26 at Mishkan 
Torah Synagogue where he has 
been an active member for over 
a decade. He was recognized for 
-his devotion and service not only 
to the local synagogue, but also 
to the larger Jewish community 
and to Greenbelt and Prince 
Georges County. 

In presenting the award, Mish- 
kan Torah president Gary Kohn 
noted that Goldberg-Strassler is 
a selfless individual, always pre- 
ferring to operate in the back- 
ground and avoiding either pub- 
licity or recognition. Yet he has 
always taken the initiative to im- 
plement new ideas and was usu- 
ally among the first to volunteer 
his services when others declined. 
His attention to the needy has 
been the most notable of his ac- 
complishments. Each year he 
sponsors a sandwich-making ses- 
sion with the Mishkan Torah 
children for a local homeless 
shelter; He has also organized 
a “baby shower” for a local shel- 
ter. 

Other projects have been cre- 
ation of the Cafe Tzedakah, an 
informal night club for enter- 
tainers who denate their pro- 
ceeds to a charity of their choice;

During World

The current exhibit at the Greenbelt Museum includes 
a special display depicting the World War II doll-making 
activities of a group of American women in Montevideo, 


Uruguay. 


During the war years, they a baby gift from friends. 


found themselves far from home 
and stateside “homefront” war 
efforts. These women, among 
whom was my mother, were 
wives of men working for Am- 
erican companies or business -in- 
trests in Uruguay. My father 
was there to establish an Amer- 
ican-Uruguayan library open to 
the ‘public, which eventually be- 
came a U.S. Information Agen- 
cy library. 
Port-of-Call 

Uruguay was officially neutral 
during the war, but U.S. sailors 
and merchant marines were a 
familiar sight on the streets of 
Montevideo, a regular port-of- 
call for ships in the South At- 
lantic. A USO canteen, run by 
American women, was a popular 
place for them to gather and 
drink . .. milk, that is. Few 
ports they stopped in had pas- 
teurized milk that was safe to 
drink. They drank lots of it, 
making up for weeks and months 
at sea with only canned or powd- 
ered milk. The Uruguayans were 
very amused. 

The war came close whenever 
there was news of a ship torped- 
oed and sunk at sea. Each time, 
the canteen workers feared that 
they had lost some of their milk- 
drinking guests. 


Projects 
Even before the war, the Am- 
erican community, primarily 


through the American Women’s 
Club, engaged in philanthropic 
projects for the needy among: 
the local population. Popular and 
successful were collections of 
new clothing and toys for child- 
ren, which were distributed by 
the Uruguayan Red Cross. 

My mother participated by 
contributing two cloth dolls that 
she had designed, made and 
dressed. The dolls were so well 
received that she was asked to 
lead a group of interested Amer- 
ican women to produce similar 
dolls in quantity. This was the 
beginning of the doll-making 
project. She used a handmade 
cloth doll of mine as a pattern, 
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Outstanding Citizen.

made the pattern from brown 
paper and cut out doll bodies, 
heads, arms and legs from heavy 
unbleached muslin. Seated at a 
borrowed treadle sewing ma- 
chine, she sewed the pieces to- 
gether, ready for stuffing. 
Doll-making 

The doll-making group, never 
more than 10 or 12. met monthly 
in the homes of members during 
the fall and winter seasons be- 
tween 1943 and 1945. The pre- 
sewn bodies were stuffed with 
sheep’s wool, a locally available 
product in plentiful supply. My 
mother’s special task was to stuff 
all the heads. Everyone agreed 
that Dorothy was the only one 
who could pack them tight en- 
ough so the heads wouldn’t be 
lumpy or flop over on skinny 
necks. She also drew all the fac- 
es with colored pencils and pas- 


tel chalk. At the end of each 


get-together, dolls that were 
ready were distributed to the 
women to take home to dress, 
as their imagination, skill, and 
available dress scraps permitted. 

And such a_ transformation! 
Dolls came back in unbelievably 
well-tailored suits and blouses, 
evening gowns, Sunday outfits, 
hats, gloves, muffs and more. 
In this way, the women turned 
out hundreds of beautifully 
dressed dolls. 

Some of the dolls were sent 
back to the United States, to 
Walter Reed Hospital in Wash- 


G.I.’s could have dolls as gifts 
for their visting children. 

The display at the museum, 
prepared and loaned by Dorothy 
Gropp of Crescent Road, includes 
many of the items mentioned: 
an unfinished doll, the original 
pattern, the proto-type which 
served as a model, clothing, pho- 
tographs of the finished dolls, 
and the group at work. 

The popular exhibit of dolls 
of the 1930’s and 1940’s will re- 
main open through September. 
The museum is located at 10-B 
Crescent Road. —

April, 1944—A special meet- 
ing of the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Consumers’ Service 
(GCS) was called for April 27 
after a committee of five mem- 
bers presented a resolution stat- 
ing that they believed theater 
manager Jack Fruchtman’s in- 
come to be excessive. Fruchtman 
was willing to renegotiate the 
contract conditions that have 
drawn the fire of some co-op 
members. In addition to being 
theater manager, Fruchtman 
was being paid as assistant gen- 
eral manager of GCS. 


Over 50 members turned out 
for the meeting. Six remunera- 
tion plans were proposed, dis- 
cussed and referred to manage- 
ment for further study. Man- 
agement’s recommendation was 
to go to the board who would 
then submit it to the member- 
ship for approval.

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GEAC Opposes “All ’n One” BICYCLIST HIT BY CAR

The summer provides no time off for the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Council (GEAC) as it proceeds to meet on 
various matters affecting the community. The proposed 
“All ’n One” restaurant to be operated by Pepsi Corpora- 
tion (Pepsico) at the site of the former Kangaroo Katie’s 
in Greenway Center was the primary topic of discussion at 


the July 7 meeting of GEAC. 


Two representatives of the 
shopping center presented thor- 
ough information on the planned 
restaurant and the impact to 
the community should the zon- 
ing be approved and liquor li- 
cense transferred. Pepsico’s “All 
‘ One” restaurant would con- 
tain Taco Bell, Kentucky Fried 
Chicken and Pizza Hut restau- 
rants, with sit-down and drive- 
through service. Issues which 
the shopping center representa- 
tives and GEAC board members 
discussed included the increased 
traffic congestion that may re- 
sult, the proximity to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School and the 
increased foot traffic from the 
school, as well as the increased 
waste disposal needs of the es- 
tablishment and ensuing litter 
problem. 

Petitions 

The greatest issue is the serv- 
ing of alcohol in the fast-food 
setting. “Fast food and liquor 
simply don’t mix,” commented 
Greenbelt Councilmember Ed- 
ward V.J. Putens. Petitions are 
now being circulated throughout 
Greenbelt regarding the serving 
of alcoholic beverages at the 
“All ’n One.” The shopping cent- 
er representatives and GEAC 
members appeared in consensus 
in making every effort to impact 
the Prince Georges County 
Liquor Board decision at their 
upcoming hearing on August 25 
_at.10a.m.at the County. Build- 
ing in Hyattsville. 

Concerns over the alcohol li- 
cense result from the original 
restaurant property covenant 
that includes a stipulation re- 
garding the type of restaurant 
that can be located on the site, a 
*sit-down” restaurant serving al- 
cohol. One of the shopping cent- 
er representatives suggested that 
the covenant implies that it be a 
“quality” restaurant. Several 
other possible restaurants have 
been mentioned as alternatives 
to the proposed “All ’n One,” in- 
cluding Ruby Tuesday’s, Cali- 
fornia Pizza Kitchen and Chevy’s. 
“All of these—and probably more 
—would be suitable alternatives 
avoiding the nagging issues that 
remain regarding alcohol, traffic 
and waste disposal and their im- 
pact on the community,” said one 
of the representatives from Com- 


bined Properties, owner of 
Greenway Shopping Center. 
GEAC Treasurer Charlene 


MacAdams proposed that GEAC 
write a letter to the Pepsico CEO 
opposing the “All ’n One” and 
strongly opposing the mix of al- 
cohol and fast food. GEAC pas- 
sed the proposal and the letter 
will be prepared and mailed as 
soon as possible. GEAC member 
Sheldon Goldberg expressed 
some concern about the actual 
impact of the site plan and the 
figures provided by Combined 
Properties on increased traffic 
flow. “I just don’t see how they 
(Combined Properties) can es- 
timate a three to six times in- 
crease in traffic from one restau- 
' rant,” questioned Goldberg. 
Other items on the agenda at 
the July 7 meeting included dis- 
cussion of a letter received by 
the city’s Public Works Director 
regarding a possible city recyc- 
ling center in Greenbelt East. 
GEAC President Tim Sechrist 
summed up the committee’s re- 
marks, “Since a recycling center 
in Greenbelt East would be a 
duplication of the city’s efforts 


(referring to the recycling aor 

er in Buddy Attick Park, such a 

facility is unnecessary.” 
-Greenbrook Lake 

City Councilmembers Putens 
and Thomas X. White reported 
that the next round of approvals 
is expected for Greenbrook Lake. 
City officials and county Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources offic- 
ials met with County Executive 
Parris Glendening recently to 
discuss the submitted design. 
“The main purpose of the meet- 
ing was to preserve funding for 
the project” said White. GEAC 
members hope that after the per- 
mit is granted, the second parcel 
of land in the original plan will 
be included. 

Both Putens and White sug- 
gested that GEAC urge Green- 
belt East residents to apply for 
vacancies in various city advis- 
ory committees. 


GEAC will imvestigate the 
continued concerns over cars 
speeding on certain non-city 


roads, as well as the use of bas- 
ketball courts by non-residents. 


Recycling Corner 

No caps, please! ! Whether it’s 
glass bottles or plastic jugs, leav- 
ing the caps on the container is 
a problem when recycling “post- 
consumer” material. Why? The 
plastic caps are made of a differ- 
ent plastic resin-generally PVC 
(No. 3) or PP (No. 5) which are 


incompatible for recycling. When 


recycling plastic containers, re- 
member only certain containers 
are included in the recycling pro- 
gram. Specifically, milk/water 
jugs, soda bottles, and _ liquid 
laundry detergent. Feel free to 
flatten milk/water jugs. 

Sorry, no motor oil bottles, no 
microwave trays, no styrofoam, 
no plastic toys or kitchen utensils 
are recyclable at this time. Other 
plastic containers coded No, 1 or 
No. 2 that are not “bottles” such 
as yogurt, margarine or ice cream 
tubs are also not recyclable. For 
a free information sheet about 


plastic recycling at the curb, call 
the City Recycling Coordinator at 
474-8308.

On Tuesday, June 28, at about 
3:40 p.m., the bicycle that Jacob 
Warner was riding was struck 
by a car as Warner was attempt- 
ing to cross Kenilworth Avenue 
(MD Route 201) at Ivy Lane. 
Neither Warner nor Luther Mot- 
ter, the driver of the car, were 
charged in the collision. Warner 
had been returning to his home 


“in Greenbelt from a 30 mile 


ride which he has been taking 


every other day for the past 
three years. On his return from 
Lake Artemesia he rides along 
Cherrywood Lane and then turns 
right (southbound) onto Kenil- 
worth Avenue. Just prior to the 
accident Warner had _ traveled 
south on Kenilworth Avenue and 
was waiting at the right hand 
curb near Ivy Lane. He was at- 
tempting to reach the sidewalk 
that goes behind the Lakeside 
North apartments. 


The car, a toyota Corolla, 
struck the rear wheel of Warn- 
er’s bicycle (a Century 10- 
speed), causing him, according to 
one witness, to be thrown in the 
air and spun around before land- 
ing on the pavement. Warner re- 
ceived several cut and bruises, 
but was not seriously injured. 
He credits his helmet with sav- 
ing his life. According to Warn- 
er Cpl. Carl Schinner, Greenbelt 
Police, arrived quickly on the 
scene, and an ambulance soon 
after. 


Several witnesses stopped to 
assist Warner after the accident. 
Among them were Gene Harley 
and Michelle Royal. They had, 


cident. as they were waiting to 
turn left onto Ivy Lane from 
northbound Kenilworth Avenue. 
Harley performed first aid on 
Warner while Royal called the 
police with her cellular phone. 
Witnesses described traffic as be- 
ing heavy and moving at about 
40 MPH, which is within the 
posted speed limit. Warner does 
not understand how he could 
have not seen the car that hit 
him. The section of Kenilworth 
Avenue north of Ivy Lane curves 
which, according to Motter, cre- 
ates a “dangerous blind spot.” 
None of the witnesses faulted 
either Warner or Motter with 
the accident.

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Man Hangs Self 
At Police Station 


A man hanged himself Tuesday 
afternoon shortly after being de- 
tained in a holding cell at the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
building, according to Greenbelt 
Police. Police said he thad been 
arrested with a companion after 
the pickup truck in which they 
had been driving was found to 
contain suspected “crack” cocaine. 

The man’s name is being with- 
held pending notification of next 
of kin. Police said he was a 42- 
year-old white male. 


Greenbelt Police Department 
spokesman Officer George Ma- 
thews said that nothing unusual 
had been observed about the sus- 
pect’s behavior prior to the inci- 
dent. He said the man apparently 
had employed strips torn from his 
Tshirt. 

The suspect was driving a ve- 
hicle stopped by police for a regis- 
tration violation at Greenbelt Rd. 
and 63rd Ave. at about 1:30 that 
day. He fled the scene on foot. 
police said, and was apprehended 
after a short foot chase across 
four lanes of traffic on Greenbelt 
Rd. The other occupant of the 
vehicle was detained without inci- 
dent, 

Police said a computer check 
revealed that the registration 
plates were stolen, and a quantity 
of suspected “crack” cocaine was 
found inside the car. 

After being placed under arrest, 
the suspects were transported to 
the Greenbelt City Police Depart- 
ment building om Crescent Rd. 
Police said they were then thor- 
oughly searched, fingerprinted, 


and photographed and placed into. 


separate cells. 

About 20 minutes later, police 
said, an officer checking on the 
prisoners discovered that the sus- 
pect had hanged himself in his 
cell. He was taken down imme- 
diately and the Fire Department 
Emergency Services ambulance 
was summoned. He was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene, said 
police.

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Summer is Tick Time 
by John M. Taylor 


Ticks are most active in sum- 
mer. Seeking a blood meal they 
often crawl up on grasses trying 
to hitch-hike and feed on passing 
humans, pets or other animals. 

Two .types of ticks are found 
in the Greenbelt area. Both 
transmit disease causing organ- 
isms to humans. The dog or wood 
tick transmits Rickettsia which 
causes Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever. The deer tick, newer to the 
area, transmits Spirochete bac- 
teria which cause Lyme disease 
in humans and pets. 

Persons frequenting grassy 
and wooded areas should protect 
themselves by wearing a_ hat, 
long-sleeved shirt, and long pants 
with their socks pulled over the 
pants. They should spray insect 
repellant on their clothing to re- 
pel ticks. Upon return from these 
areas especially deer trails, child- 
ren, adults and pets should be 
closely inspected for ticks. Un- 
attached ticks should be killed. 
Either type of tick, if attached, 
should be carefully removed and 
saved in a small bottle of alco- 
hol for later identification in the 
event disease symptoms occur. 
To remove ticks always use small 
pointed tweezers when grasping 
the tick at the head. Apply gent- 
le pressure slowly so that the 
head parts come out without 
crushing the tick and forcing 
tick body fluids into the victim. 
After tick removal the area 
should be washed and disinfect- 
ed. The adult deer tick is about 
one-third the size of the dog 
tick. Its nymphal stage is no 
larger than a pin head and can 
easily be overlooked. Major early | 
symptoms of both diseases may 
be high fevers, severe headache, 
muscle aches and weakness, 0 
joint pains. Red. rashes. may..or 


in 

days after infection. Early treat- 
ment for both diseases by doctor 
prescribed antibiotics is usually 
effective. Later untreated Lyme 
disease symptoms include comp- 
lications of the heart, joints and 
dementia and permanent, paraly- 
sis. Some symptoms may mimic 
a variety of diseases such as 
multiple sclerosis, arthritis, and 
Alzheimer’s disease. Anyone who 
suspects infection should con- 
tact a physician. 


Editors Note: 

John Taylor was bitten by a 
deer tick near the Northway ball- 
fields and probably had lyme dis- 
ease. He found the’ problem 
quickly and was treated. He’s 
particularly concerned that child- 
ren of parents who play ball at 
Northway roam the area of the 
woods edge. Parents should check 
their children carefully.

The bankruptcy of Maryland Cable Corporation (MCC), 
the owner of the northern Prince Georges County cable 
system, has generated uneasiness among its 20 franchising 
authorities. The county (representing unincorporated com- 
munities) and municipalities in the northern area want to 
respond with one voice to MCC’s proposal to transfer owner- 

ship of the system, which is operated by Multivision. 
Deputy City Manager Michael June 7 meeting with the county, 
McLaughlin reported that, at a the law firm hired jointly by the

ties—Miller, Canfield, Paddock 
and Stone (Miller et al)—said 
their review of the transfer pro- 
posal raised concerns.

point.” 

McLaughlin also noted that 
Miller et al recommended that 
“issues concerning cable televi- 
sion that would normally be part 
of a discussion during refran- 
chising should be raised now.” 
They observed: “With the re- 
franchising following so closely 
to this proposed transfer pro- 
cess, issues not raised now may 
not be allowed during refran- 
chising.” Greenbelt’s franchise is 
up for renewal in 1997. 

Joint Meeting 

David Wilson, vice president 
and regional manager of Multi- 
vision, told the News Review 
that concerns raised by Miller 
et al will be addressed on July 
19 at a joint meeting between 
representatives of the involved 
parties and Multivision repre- 
sentatives. McLaughlin is a mem- 
ber of the negotiating team. 

Wilson asserted, “At that time 
the record will be set straight.” 
He noted that there have been 
improvements to the system at 
the Lanham headend, which 
sends signals to three hubs — 
Hyattsville, Beltsville and Bowie. 
Some coaxial trunk cable has 
been replaced with fiber optics, 
he said, which eliminates elec- 
tronics along those routes and 
increases channel] capacity. 

Fiber Optics 

Wilson also pointed out that 
fiber optics are currently being 
installed along Route 1 from the 
District of Columbia Line to

Howard County. This will “en- 
able increased signal reliability 
to customers along that corri- 
dor,” he added. 

According to a March 10 Mul- 
tivision press release, Maryland 
Cable Corp., together with its 
parent Maryland Cable Holdings 
Corp., “filed a prepackaged plan 
of reorganization with the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court for the South- 
ern District of New York, pur- 
suant to Chapter 11, U.S. Code.” 

The release noted that MCC 
and the Water Street Fund, 
“managed by. the investment 
banking firm of Goldman Sachs 
agreed that the_ bondholders 
would create and own a ‘New 
Company’ called Maryland Cable 
Partners, LP.” However, to ac- 
complish the restructuring out 
of court, the company needed the 
bank group and remaining bond- 
holders to agree to the reorgan- 
ization plan. (The system was 
bought from Prime Cable in No- 
vember 1980 with a loan from 
Citibank, equity from MCC and 
Water Street Funds bonds.) 

Since MCC did not receive ap- 
proval from the bank group, it 
filed a “prepackaged” bankrupt- 
cy on March 10. On May 2 the 
Bankruptcy Court confirmed 
MCC’s plan of reorganization, 
currently anticipated to be com- 
pleted no later than September 
30. However, approval of the 
transfer by the franchise author- 
ities must be accomplished by 
the first week of September.
